land Heinze, a Repu b lican and 
as a resu lt of these allegations 
“ coerced

Henry Du b ois into demanding

sign his position.” 
Logan said that he learned 
later that Tru stee George Ack- 
ert. also a Repu b lican, wou ld 
su pport the demand for Wal- 
rath’s resignation as a resu lt 
of the GOP com m ittee’s ac­ 
tion.”

The controv ersy su rrou nding 
the Village Police Department 
first eru pted in Septemb er, when 
fou r anonymou s New Paltz po­ 
lice officers accu sed Chief Wal­ 
rath of ordering patrolmen not 
to make narcotics and v ehicle 
and traffic arrests. 
The charges were v igorou sly 
denied b y the Chief and were 
not su b stantiated b y arrest rec­ 


ords and the controv ersy itself 
appeared to su b side following 
the dismissal of prob ationary 
patrolman 
Wayne 
O'Brien. 
Howev er, the Issu e continu ed to 
sim m er 
throu ghou t 
the 
past 
month as the b oard continu ed to 
meet secretly and ru mors cir­ 
cu lated that Walrath was next 
to go. 
These ru mors hav e b een con­ 
firmed b y Logan, who notes in 
his 
statem ent 
that

Heinze. the Police Commission­ 
er. b ad on two occasions offered 
motioas denying tenu re to Chief 
W alrath, who is u nder a six

Logan continu es that “ failing 
to get any su pport for b is u n­ 
fou nded attempt to pu rge the 
Chief of Police” Heinze tu rned 
to the 
Repu b lican Committee 
“ to seek partisan political pres­ 
su re to accomplish his dirty 
work.” 
Only after receiv ing orders 
from 
the committee.” 
Ix>gan 
continu es, “ did the Mayor and 
Tru stee Ackert join with Heinze 
in u rging the resignation of the 
Chief." 
Logan fu rther charges that 
Heinze told the b oard he wou ld 
resign as of Nov . 30 if his rec­ 
ommendation that the Chief b e 
fired was not approv ed. 
Heinze denies that he b rou ght 


the m atter b efore or was co­ 
erced b y Repu b lican Committee, 
b u t acknowledges that it is “ not 
improper” for the committee to 
consider the m atter and that he 
wou ld “appreciate any su pport” 
far his position rendered b y the 
committee. 
Chief Walrath. who once again 
finds himself in the middle of 
a political dispu te, wou ld not 
comment on the charges and 
cou nter charges. 
He did say howev er that he 
“ likes New Paltz and the people 
I hav e b een serv ing here.” 
I came here to do a job and 
I think most people here wou ld 
recognize that the job is b eing 
done,” he says.

of those in attendance fav ored 
restricting the size of tra ile r lots 
to a minimum size of one acre. 
Those opposed to the one tra il­ 
er per acre stipulation contended 
that it wold be more feasible for 
tra ile r park owners to build on 
smaller parcels of land. 
Sew­ 
erage disposal facilities, water 
and street construction it was 
contended, would be more eco­ 
nomically feasible to accomplish 
with a less restrictiv e ordinance.

J ersey City Cleanup 


The federal grand jury that indicted former Newark 


May or Hugh J . Addonizio. who was conv icted of ex tor­ 


tion of kickbacks from contractors, has mov ed on to 


neighboring J ersey City . It indicted May or Thomas J . 


Whelan, long-time Democratic Hudson County boss J ohn 


V. Kenny and 10 others for ex tortion and conspiracy . 
Whelan. Kenny and two others also were accused of 
filing false federal income tax reports. 
In the 21 y ears since he toppled the Democratic ma­ 
chine of “ I am the law” Frank Hague, one of the 
strongest bosses in an era of Democratic boss control 
of big cities in America, Kenney has maintained both 
official and unofficial control of Hudson County . Like 
Hague, he was both may or of J ersey City for four y ears 
and boss of Hudson County . His power also contributed 
heav ily to his frequent behind-the-scenes roles in state­ 
wide elections. 
U. S. Attorney Frederick B. Lacey said the current 
inv estigation “ picked up momentum” in late J uly after 
the successful prosecution of Addonizio. Conv iction car­ 
ries with it fiv e y ears in prison and a $10,000 fine on 
each of two conspiracy counts. 20 y ears and a $10,000 
fine on each of 32 counts of ex tortion charges and a 
$5 ,000 fine on the income tax charges. 
Like Addonizio, Kenny , Whelan and their associates 
denied guilt or complicity . Their nemesis, Lacey , was 
confirmed by the Senate as U. S. District J udge but 
delay ed taking the post, presumably until after these 
indictments were announced.

among them. They come from

repeated 
bloodshed 
and 
heartbreak. 
Even 
at 
the 
time 
of 
Napoleon's 
adventure 
into 
Russia, Poland had already 
b e e n 
dismembered 
and 
partitioned three times in 23 
y ears. The poles have learned 
their great valor the 
hard 
way . 
Then in our century Hitler 
threw 
72 
divisions 
against 
Poland, more than twice the 
force 
the 
Western 
powers 
have in NATO today . 
Warsaw fell on September 
5. 1939. But Red Russia was 
h a n d - i n - h a n d 
with Nazi 
Germany . On September 16 
the Red Army entered Poland 
from the east. The Russian 
horde occupied nearly half of 
Poland 
and 
duplicated 
the 
Nazi horrors in the half that 
was seized. Afterward, with 
the Nazi defeated, the Reds 


occupied 
the 
rest 
of 
the 
country . 
Events came in remorseless 
succession. The Reds shot all 
resisting Poles at W arsaw’s 
ancient Barbican Wall, as had 
the Nazis. They even refused 
to allow the 100.000 free Poles 
fighting on our side elsewhere 
in Europe to, return to their 
homeland 
after 
the 
war. 
T h e s e 
Poland 
freedom 
fighters remain barred to this 
very day at the hands of the 
present Warsaw government. 
Meanwhile, 
there 
are 
an 
estimated 400 hard-core ex - 
Nazis. turned Red. in Poland’s 
neighboring 
East 
German 
government. 
These 
include 
Gen. Willi Stoph, the Prime 
Minister, no less. 
The 
absolute 
key stone 
of 
our postwar European policy , 
fearing 
the 
Soviet 
Union’s 
aggressions 
and 
erecting 
NATO as one result, is that 
we 
Western 
Allies 
hold 
a 
united 
front 
in 
bargaining 
with the 
Kremlin. 
Brandt’s 
Polish deal was really made 
in Moscow-, of course, and for 
the second time Rrandt has 
broken 
this 
indispensable 
front. 
E c o n o m i c 
assistance 
inherently 
flows 
from 
the 
deal, 
as 
from 
the 
Brandt- 
Kosy gin pact, and thus the 
Warsaw government snatched 
at 
this 
Kremlin-engineered 
thing like a starved man at 
the sound of a steak sizzling 
in the pan. 
The 
economic 
failure 
of 
communism 
is 
famous. 
No 
Communist country has ever 
been able to function for its 
people 
over 
the

without assistance from the 
freeworld—as true now as in 
the day s of Lenin. But, ty pical 
as this failure is, I have been 
in today 's Poland and y ou 


actually have to he there and 
see for y ourself to realize how 
the incredible inefficiency of

They are 
further bled white by their 
government's deliveries to the 
U.S.S.R.

Rogers, the most easy going, 
personable man in the Nix on 
cabinet. 
At the height of the affair, 
Rogers, try ing to stay out of 
it. refused even to answer an 
offical. 
written 
req uest 
from Fulbright in which the 
Senator angrily threatened to 
cut 
off 
State 
Department 
funds if he didn’t get the 
information he wanted. 
It all started last August 
with Life magazine’s report 
that Ty dings had misused his 
influence 
to 
help 
some 
business 
associates 
get 
a 
S t a t e 
Department 
loan. 
Fulbright immediately asked 
the State Department for a 
full report. 
In his letter to Scott Heuer. 
the 
Inspector 
General 
for 
Foreign Assistance. Fulbright 
also 
asked 
for 
an 
interim 
report on the m atter in case 
the full report proved to he 
“ time consuming.” 
When 
an 
official 
in 
the 
bureaucracy gets a 
req uest 
f r o m 
the 
congressional 
committee that oversees his 
department, he acts fast; So 
Fulbright got his reply from 
Heuer the, nex t day . August 
26. 
promising 
a 
thorough 
investigation and an interim 
report if the full report took 
a long time.

This lame duck session, first 
in 20 y ears, is a characteristic 
mark of its decline. It tells 
a story of delay and inaction 
that

turned

dispiriting, commonplace tale 
this past decade. 
Seven 
appropriation 
bills 
covering outlay s for the fiscal 
y ear which began July 1 hang 
fire. Who can remember the 
last time these 535 stalwarts 
(or their earlier counterparts) 
of House and Senate last got 
the money bills into law when 
they were supposed to? 
With the nation 
and world 
changing with lightning speed, 
the 
members of 
Congress 
hav e 
really 
modernized 
nothing but their salaries. The 
cries for reform 
waft away 
on the wind. 
Ev ery body knows 
the 
in 
firmities 
of 
the 
seniority 
sy stem, 
which rewards the 
consistent 
winners 
in 
safe 
areas (ever more numerous) 
and 
thus 
Inev itably places 
vital 
committees 
in 
the 
command 
of often autocratic 
senior citizens. 
There is no way to know, 
let along count, all the oc­ 
casions when key committee 
j u d g e m e n t s 
inv olv ing 


legislation 
of 
great 
con-' 
seq uence to the country are 
settled in tightly held little 
ex ecutive 
sessions 
ranging 
from 
eight 
minutes 
to 
no 
more than an hour. It happens 
all the time. 
The whole idea underly ing 
congressional elections every 
two y ears—affecting a third 
of the Senate 
and 
all 
435 
H o us e 
members—was 
to 
make 
the Congress 
q uickly 
responsive 
to 
the 
shifts, 
desires of the electorate. But 
all 
aside 
from 
the 
awful 
woodenness of the institution 
itself, it hasn't been working 
that way with the voters. 
This y ear, with a war still 
on. economic difficulties and 
such other matters as crime, 
urban strife, campus unrest 
the 
costly 
shambles 
in 
welfare, and trust in govern­ 
ment all bothering the people, 
the 
minority 
ReDubl;cans 
gained two seats in the Senate 
and lost a mere nine in the 
House. 
In 1968, when the war was 
far hotter and ferment leading 
unto riot and assassination of 
key public figures blackened 
the land, the GOP picked up 
four House seats and seven 
in the Senate. 
T h e s e 
changes 
are 
staggeringly small when set 
beside 
the 
deeply 
troubled 
m o o d 
of 
the 
country . 
Significantly , 
too, 
they 
fit 
pretty vv'Tl into a pattern that 
is at least a couple of decades 
old. 


In the last 10 elections, on 
seven 
occasions 
the 
net 
change in Senate membership 
between the two major parties 
ranged 
from 
one 
to 
three 
seats. One time it was four. 
The modest 'switch of seven 
in 1968 was, against this back­ 
drop. unusual. It was outdone 
only by the Democrats’ gain 
of 17 Senate seats in the sharp 
recession y ear of 1958. 
How about the House, the 
marvelously reflective mirror 
of the national mood? In the 
10 elections from 1952 on. it 
barely fluttered in four. The 
major 
party 
turnovers 
in 
these were nine (1970), four 
t w i c e 
(1968 
and 
1962, 
two (1956). 
-Three 
times 
the 
change 
crept up to around the 20- 
mark. Republicans gained 22 
in 1952, the Democrats got 19 
back in 1954 and the GOP 
again picked up 22 in 1960, 
even as Democrat John F. 
Kennedy 
was 
winning 
the 
presidency by a hair. 
If American voters really 
care what Congress is up to. 
they neither show it nor say 
it. The Gallup poll in Sep­ 
tember found one voter in five 
able 
to 
cite 
any 
specific 
benefit to his district from his 
congressman. Three of four 
Republicans, more than four 
of five Democrats and four 
of five independents could not 
link their congressmen with 
any major bills. May be to be

Mrs. Pilpel asserts, “ to have 
any 
business 
transactions 
clearly reflected in writing, 
even if it is between husband 
and wife." If they anticipate 
working together and reaping 
the financial benefits of the 
business, they should definite­ 
ly put their agreement down 
on paper, she suggests. While 
both p a r t i e s are “ alive, 
friendly and competent.” such 
a document may not be need 
ed, Mrs. Pilpel acknowledges, 
but “ of one should die, then 
it becomes a question of what 
their understanding was.” Or 
should there be a serious dis­ 
pute between them, she adds, 
“ the u n d e r s t a n d i n g they 
thought they had might sud­ 
denly turn 
out 
to 
be 
dif­ 
ferent.” 
Harriet Pilpel notes there 
are often situations of “ grave 
injustice” in which many a 
wife has gladly and willingly 
invested all her efforts in her 
husband’s business, only to 
find at his death, “ that she 
has nothing in her own name 
with which to maintain her­ 
self.” Illustrating this with a 
hypothetical case. Mrs. Pilpel 
notes that “ if a 
wife has 
worked for 35 years with her 
husband who acquired a mil­ 
lion dollar estate all in his 
name, and if—when he dies— 
he leaves it to someone else, 
the wife’s 
rights 
are 
very 
limited.” 
Tn that kind of situation. 
Mrs. Pilpetl declares, the law 
“ does try to protect women 
to a limited extent.” In some 
states, she says, it will step 
in to give the woman a share 
of 
her husband's 
property. 
But since the law varies con­ 
siderably from state to state, 
she 
adds, 
the 
widow? 
may 
have no rights at all. or only 
the right to the income of 
one third 
of

estate for as

It is only fair, she adds, that 
a woman should share in the 
property \yhere she has. “ in 
fact, helped to acquire that 
property.”

WASHINGTON (AP) - 
The 
American commando raid near 
Hanoi and the bombing ru ns 
ov er North Vietnam du ring the 
weekend hav e stirred q u estions 
abou t the direction of Nix on war 
policy in the angriest Senate de 
bate since su mmer. 
Sen, J. W, Fu lbright. joined 
by fellow Democrats 
Edward 
M. 
Kennedy 
and 
George 
S. 
McGov ern, carried the dov e's 
fi h* Monday when he called the 
weekend actions "a v ery major 
escalation of the war that, it 
seems to me. will entail greatly 
intensified conflict." 


This, su ggested the Arkansas 
Democrat and chairmar of the 
Senate Foreign Relations Com­ 
mitter. “ wou ld seem to indicate 
that the actu al policy is to esca­ 
late the war and So seek a mili­ 
tary v ictory ." 
Fu lbright reacted to the u n­ 
su ccessfu l attempt to liberate 
Americans erroneou sly thou ght 
held in a camp near Hanoi by 
say ing 
the 
commando

was “ certainly a v ery prov oca­ 
tiv e act to mou nt a phy sical in­ 
v asion . . . . ”

Dole said he didn’t know hu t 
contended the raid was “ su c­ 
cessfu l in demonstrating Ameri­ 
can concern." He added: "Some 
of these men hav e been lan­ 
gu ishing

Kennedy snapped. 
Praising the U.S. sdldiers who 
v olu nteered for the rescu e mis­ 
sion. Dole said. “ This is the 
American spirit in the highest 
tradition. I want to applau d the 
action. In my opinion it was su c­ 
cessfu l.” 
"Is this the only way of dem­ 
onstrating American concern?" 
Kennedy asked. 
“ I admire their cou rage." tho 
Massachu setts Democrat said. 
“ I ju st deplore the policy that 
permitted them to go.

— The U.S., 
Command refu sed to comment 
today on specu lation that North 
Vietnamese su rface-to-air mis­ 
siles—the SAMs su pplied Hanoi 
by the Sov iet Union—hav e been 
fired recently at U.S. B5 2 bomb­ 
ers attacking the Ho Chi Minh 
trail near the border between 
Laos and North Vietnam. 
An American military spokes­ 
man said no B5 2s hav e been lost 
to enemy fire, bu t he declined to 
say if any had been fired on. 
Becau se the B5 2s fly at 30.000 
feet, the SAMs are the only an 
tiaircraft weapon in the North 
Vietnamese arsenal that might 
hit them.
